Suggested Change in School District 
Boundaries May Get More Attention 


One of the proposals in Charles Eliot's future plan for 


Upland is the changing of the Upland school district boun- 
daries. 


At present the Upland area from the Santa Fe tracks 


south to the city limits is in the Ontario school district. With 
the construction of the freeway along the southern city limits 
and with the need for more schools and more recreational 
facilities, it would be more practical government if this area 
were within the Upland school district. 


Mr. Eliot is the special consultant who for several years 
has been working with the city planning commission. He 
has prepared a city-wide school and playground site plan 
for the city. 

Along with the preparation of this map, he has filed a 
comprehensive explanation and his conclusion is_ this: 
“The whoie area north of the new freeway and south of the 
Santa Fe tracks should be part of the Upland school dis- 
trict.” 


Changing of school district boundaries is up to the 
people within the district concerned. Upland school offi- 
cials will accept the area, naturally, but they are in no way 
encouraging the move. In fact, the move would add con- 
siderably to the school problems and the tax burden. 

It is a change, however, that may receive increasing at- 
tention. 


What About City’s Recreational Program, 
City Salaries, Civilian Defense? 


How extensive should be the city’s recreational pro- 
gram? 

How closely should the city pay scale follow the pay 
scale set by Ontario and other municipalities, larger than 
Upland? 

How about civilian defense? Should the city maintain 
an active civilian defense head and seek to keep Uplanders 
prepared for any emergency? 

These are questions before the Upland city councilmen 
in facing the budget for 1952-53. Members of the council 
welcome comments from Upland residents concerning poli” 
cies. While the individual councilmen have their own 
views on these matters, suggestions and comments from 
the general public will be helpful in shaping the municipal 
program for the year beginning July 1. 


Court Removes Danger of Autocratic 
Action and Reassures Many Americans 


What the U. S. Supreme court did the other week to 
President Truman's seizure of the steel mills will be re- 
corded as a historical event. 

What it did was also more than history making—it was 
reassuring to the millions of Americans who were disturbed 
over the growing might of the White House. Political parties 
mean nothing when vital issues are at stake and many faith- 
ful Democrats happily accepted the court's decision. 

The highest court in the land politely, yet conclusively, 
struck down the doctrine -of unlimited presidential power. 
As one observer pointed out the verdict was positive as 
well as negative. It negated the concept of unlimited 
presidential power. It laid upon Congress positively the 
authority and the responsibility for taking whatever legis- 
lative action is necessary to protect the nation in emer- 
gency. 

In other words, the perilous danger of autocratic presi- 
dential action is removed.

“Generating capacity” isn’t like warehouse capacity, where 
products can be stored and withdrawn as the need arises.
